[Chap.  412] 

An  Act  Relative  to  Annual  and  Other  Reports  of  City  and 
Town  Officials 

Be  it  enacted^  etc.,  asfollo^vs: 

Section  1.  No  city  or  town,  and  no  department  or  official  of 
any  city  or  town  in  this  commonwealth,  shall  publish  in  any  annual 
or  other  report  for  general  distribution  to  the  public,  or  to  the 
citizens  of  any  city  or  town,  the  names  of  persons  assisted  in  any 
way  by  the  poor  department  of  any  city  or  town,  or  the  names  of 
any  persons  receiving  aid  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  seventy- 
nine  of  the  .  Revised  Laws  and  Acts  in  amendment  thereof, -and  in 
addition  thereto,  residing  in  such  city  or  town. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.  [Ap- 
proved April  16,  1910.]

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BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


Chatham,  Mass.,  Jan.  6th,  1917 

The  Board  of  Health  submit  to  you  the  following  report : — 
The  past  year  has  been  fraught  with  several  serious  prop- 
ositions relative  to  Health  matters  affecting  the  Town. 

The  infantile  paralysis  scourge  so  prevalent  in  the  east- 
ern section  of  the  country,  during  the  summer,  created  much 
concern  in  this  community;  although  no  case  of  infantile 
paralysis  was  reported  from  this  Town,  one  case  did  have  its 
incipiency  here;  but  was  removed  to  its  home  town  before 
the  diagnosis  was  fully  established.  This  naturally  caused 
a  feeling  of  unrest  and  fear  among  our  inhabitants,  especial- 
ly the  summer  colony.  To  combat  this  near-panic  condi- 
tion, your  Board  was  compelled  to  exert  itself.  Thereupon 
the  State  Board  of  Health  recommended  that  we  appoint, 
according  to  law,  a  physician  as  our  agent,  granting  to  him 
the  full  powers  of  the  board.  In  accordance  with  this  rec- 
ommendation, Dr.  F.  B.  Worthing  was  appointed  agent 
of  the  Board  of  Health  and  served  as  such  to  Jan.  1st,  1917. 

5n  account  of  health  regulations  adopted  in  various  states 
to  which  many  of  our  summer  visitors  were  returning  in 
the  early  fall,  it  devolved  upon  your  Board  to  issue  health 
certificates  to  individuals  going  from  this  Town.  Some  over 
300  of  these  certificates  were  issued. 

During  November  and  December,  1916,  a  very  serious 
outbreak  of  diphtheria  occurred  in  the  south  and  west  sec- 
tion of  the  Town,  resulting  in  two  deaths  in  a  total  of 
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eight  cases.  The  Board  have  endeavored  to  limit  the  spread 
of  this  disease  by  means  of  quarantine  and  other  fitting 
methods.  At  this  date  no  new  cases  of  diphtheria  have  de- 
veloped. 

In  conclusion,  your  Board  of  Health  earnestly  and  be- 
seechingly implore  the  citizens  of  this  Town  to  evince  a 
more  hearty  and  painstaking  interest  in  the  protection  of 
the  community  health.  The  health  of  any  given  community 
is  of  the  greatest  importance  and  should  not  be  discussed  in 
terms  of  dollars  and  cents. 

A  more  ample  appropriation  of  the  Town's  money,  than 
has  been  given  in  the  past,  is  urgently  needed  to  carry  on 
efficiently,  this  important  function  of  health  protection.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


Your  School  Committee  has  conducted  the  schools  along 
the  lines  of  previous  years,  chiefly  because  the  funds  avail- 
able necessitated  such  action.  At  the  last  annual  meeting  the 
general  appropriation  for  schools  was  increased  from  $7500 
to  $8000.  Of  this  additional  $500  only  about  $300  was  really 
available  as  extra  funds  for  the  use  of  the  committee,  for  the 
reason  that  the  amount  received  from  the  state,  on  account 
of  the  state  school  fund,  tuition  of  state  children,  etc.,  was 
$200  less  than  last  year.  The  town  should  understand  that, 
as  its  assessed  valuation  grows,  it  receives  less  aid  from  the 
state  funds,  and  that  when  its  assessed  valuation  reaches 
$2,500,000,  it  will  receive  no  more  from  the  state  fund  or  on 
rebates,  but  must  bear  practically  the  entire  expense  of  its 
schools. 

The  total  expenditures  of  the  Committee  were  about  $600 
more  than  last  year's  regular  expenses.  Of  this  sum,  $255 
went  to  the  Harwich  Agricultural  school,  $100  for  painting, 
about  $150  for  increased  cost  of  school  supplies,  (due  large- 
ly to  higher  prices)  and  the  balance  for  fuel,  this  being  the 
first  year  in  which  the  new  High  school  heating  system  has 
been  in  operation  throughout  the  whole  year.  There  has 
been  some  increase  in  teachers'  wages,  offset,  however,  by 
a  reduction  in  the  teaching  force. 

Your  Committee  finds  upon  inquiry  that  the  scale  of 
salaries  for  teachers,  which  forms  a  large  part  of  the  ex- 
pense of  the  schools,  is  not  Rny  higher,  if  anything,  is  slight- 
ly lower  than  what  is  paid  by  other  towns  upon  the  Cape, 
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population  and  valuation  considered,  and  that  your  school 
expenses,  in  comparison  with  these  other  towns,  are  moder- 
ate. 

During  the  year  a  course  of  study  for  the  first  six  grades, 
prepared  under  the  direction  of  the  State  Board  of  Ed- 
ucation for  use  in  all  schools  of  the  State,  has  been  intro- 
duced into  the  schools,  and  the  work  of  these  grades  is  now 
shaped  according  to  its  requirements.  The  High  school 
courses  also  have  the  approval  of  the  State  Board  of  Ed- 
ucation. Your  committee  believes  that  the  teaching  force 
is  now  generally  efficient,  self-respecting  and  satisfactory 
and  that  your  schools  are  now  conducted  as  systematically 
as  circumstances  will  permit. 

•The  people  can  best  help  the  school  officials  by  being  free, 
frank  and  open  with  them  on  all  school  matters. 

During  the  year  your  Committee  has  attended  the  meet- 
ings of  the  School  Boards  of  the  district  and  the  county  and 
your  Chairman  in  June  attended  a  conference  at  Harvard 
University,  Cambridge,  of  all  school  committees  throughout 
the  State. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  detailed  financial  report  and 
to  the  other  reports  which  follow.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 


To  the  School  Committee, 

Gentlemen :     I  offer  herewith  for  your  consideration  and 
approval  my  ninth  annual  report  of  the  schools  of  Chatham. 
COMMITTEE 

William  C.  Smith  was  elected  to  the  School  Committee  at 
the  last  annual  meeting  to  complete  the  unexpired  term  of 
Mrs.  Gigger,  and  was  made  chairman  in  the  organization  of 
the  committee.  Samuel  Ireland  was  re-elected  for  a 
second  term.  Mr.  Ireland,  because  of  business  reasons,  has 
tendered  his  resignation  having  served  the  schools  and  town 
during  four  years.  His  service  has  been  characterized  by 
progressive  ideas,  good  judgment,  keen  business  ability  and 
efficiency. 

The  best  men  of  a  town  with  ability  and  deep  interests 
in  the  progress  of  the  schools  are  the  men  always  to  be 
sought  for  the  positions  of  School  Committee  members. 
Chatham  is  fortunate  in  its  Board.  The  district  is  fortun- 
ate in  having  a  joint  Board  interested  in  the  progress  of  the 
schools  in  the  district.  The  District  Committee  has  been 
formed  into  a  club  to  meet  quarterly  for  the  purpose  of 
consideration  and  discussion  of  educational  problems. 

The  first  meeting  was  held  in  Orleans  December  22d  at 
.which  time  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted: 

The  Joint  School  Committee  of  the  Superintendency 
District  of  Harwich,  Chatham,  Orleans  and  Eastham  in 
joint  meeting  assembled  and  also  the  Committee  of  the  sev- 
eral towns,  fully  realizing  the  important  trust,  the  great 
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responsibility  vested  in  us  in  the  administration  of  Public 
Education,  and  considering  also  the  great  undeveloped  op- 
portunity for  enlarging  the  scope  and  the  efficiency  of  every 
line  of  our  Educational  Systems,  hereby  resolve  as  follows : 

That  we  jointly  and  severally  declare  that  we  believe  that 
the  physical  growth  and  development  of  the  child  is  the 
first  importance  in  the  child's  education. 

That  we  jointly  and  severally  hereby  commit  ourselves 
unqualifiedly  to  the  development  of  Practical  Arts  Educa- 
tion. 

That  we  believe  that  Academic  training  be  strengthened 
not  as  an  isolated  abstract  training  only,  but  in  conjunction 
with  practical  and  vocational  courses. 

That  in  consideration  of  the  foregoing  resolutions  we 
pledge  ourselves  in  so  far  as  consistent  with  good  judg- 
ment and  the  financial  means  of  our  several  towns,  to  lose 
no  opportunity  to  present  before  the  citizens  and  the  town 
meeting  the  great  needs  of  the  schools,  that  buildings, 
quarters,  sanitary  conditions,  transportation,  heating  and 
ventilation,  repairs,  courses  and  instruction,  consideration  of 
the  comfort  of  teachers  in  good  homes,  may  be  greatly  im- 
proved throughout  the  District. 

FINANCIAL 

Attention  is  directed  to  the  financial  statement  and  the 
report  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  in  another  place 
in  this  report.  The  report  shows  that  the  year  has  been 
successful  financially  if  success  is  to  be  determined  by  a 
balance  turned  back  into  the  treasury.  The  needs  of  the 
schools  have  been  met  under  their  present  organization. 
Expenses  have  increased  in  salaries  all  along  the  line;  in 
fuel;  in  labor  for  repairs  and  maintenance;  in  books  and 
supplies,  school  papers  and  supplies  in  many  cases  having 
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increased  300  per  cent.  The  appropriations  for  tlie  com- 
ing year  must  be  increased  to  meet  these  higher  prices. 

BUILDINGS 

A  general  survey  of  the  buildings  was  made  by  the  Com- 
mittee and  Superintendent  early  within  the  summer  va- 
cation to  determine  the  needs  of  the  buildings  in  way  of 
repairs.  Definite  plans  were  made  and  carried  out  keeping 
within  funds  available  for  repairs.  General  cleaning,  re- 
pairing, and  oiling  of  floors,  painting  of  North  Chatham 
building  and  partial  painting  of  the  Village  school  build- 
ing were  among  repairs  done. 

A  new  central  building  is  the  great  need  of  Chatham.  A 
large  number  of  interested  citizens  are  supporters  of  such 
a  building,  believing  in  the  best  for  the  children  and  the 
best  for  Chatham.  Let  us  ask  again  through  the  town  war- 
rant for  a  suitable  school  building  for  Chatham. 

In  the  meantime  a  definite  policy  for  repairs  and  equip- 
ment should  be  carried  out  by  obtaining  an  appropriation 
for  the  purpose. 

TEACHERS 

The  work  of  the  teachers  has  been  generally  good  and 
efficient.    The  following  changes  have  been  necessary:

West  Chatham  Primary  has  been  closed  and  Miss  Kendr 
rick  transferred  to  South  Primary. 

The  resignations  of  Samuel  R.  Parks,  Principal  of  the 
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High  school,  and  Marian  L.  Thayer  of  the  Atwood  Primary, 
have  just  been  received  to  take  effect  January,  1917.  The 
administration  of  the  High  school  has  been  in  excellent 
hands  for  the  past  year.  W^e  regret  that  Chatham  must 
lose,  such  a  man  and  make  a  change  in  High  school  principal 
in  the  middle  of  the  year. 

Teachers  do  their  best  work  when  they  are  settled  in 
their  positions  and  are  satisfied  and  contented  with  salary, 
living  conditions,  relations  with  school  officials,  etc.,  and  at 
.  the  same  time  ambitious  to  do  the  most  for  their  schools  and 
incidentally  for  themselves.  Men  in  all  walks  of  life  are 
ambitious  and  looking  forward  to  promotion.  Teachers  are 
no  exception.  Salary,  working  conditions  and  home  con- 
ditions are  important  factors,  and  generally,  all  the  factors 
which  enter  in  to  make  the  teacher  satisfied  or  dissatisfied, 
contented  or  discontented,  efficient  or  inefficient.  Every 
effort  should  be  made  and  serious  consideration  given  by 
school  officials  to  make  these  things  the  best  possible.  But 
when  a  teacher  accepts  an  appointment  at  the  hands  of  the 
committee  and  the  agreement  is  made  between  them,  neither 
party  is  at  liberty  to  break  the  contract  for  little  or  no 
excuse.  The  committee  would  be  condemned  for  discharg- 
ing a  teacher  doing  good  Work  only  because  they  saw  some- 
one else  whom  they  thought  could  be  had  for  less  mioney. 
The  teacher  has  no  moral  right  to  break  his  contract  solely 
for  an  increase  in  salary. 

COURSES  OF  STUDY 

State  courses  of  study  in  nearly  all  of  the  subjects  are  now 
in  the  teachers'  hands  together  with  detailed  outlines  of 
the  work  required  in  each  grade.  This  is  especiallj^  in  the 
first  six  grades  of  the  elementary  schools.  High  school 
courses  have  been  recently  revised  and  approved  by  the 
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State  according  to  law.  In  answer  to  those  who  are  ques- 
tioning the  standards  of  our  High  school  I  will  say  for  their 
information  that  we  offer  a  straight  four  year  classical 
course,  fitting  pupils  for  college,  Normal  schools  and  other 
higher  educational  institutions.  We  offer  three  or  four 
years  of  Latin ;  three  or  four  years  of  French ;  four  years  of 
Social  Science  or  History;  four  years  of  English;  four  years 
of  Natural  Science ;  three  or  four  years  of  Mathematics ; 
special  subjects  of  Music  and  Free  Hand  and  Mechabiical 
Drawing.  The  subjects  are  largely  elective.  If  the  pupil 
enters  High  school  without  any  idea  of  what  he  wishes  to 
take  or  do  when  through  High  school,  and  makes  his  elect- 
ives  blindly  then  it  will  be  very  difficult  for  him  to  earn 
merits  enough  and  in  the  subjects  required  for  college  ad- 
mission. Also  the  certification  mark  is  A  or  B  and  if  the 
pupil  does  only  C  work,  or  C  work  in  a  part  of  his  subjects, 
the  principal  of  the  school  cannot  certificate  him  in  those 
subjects,  nor  would  the  principal  be  consistent  to  recom- 
mend a  pupil  for  examination  for  college  admission  in  those 
subjects  in  which  the  pupil  has  earned  only  a  C. 

As  stated  in  the  Principal's  report  only  four  or  five  per 
cent,  of  pupils  attend  the  higher  institutions  of  learning, 
95  per  cent,  take  up  some  life  work  at  once.  It  behooves  us 
as  school  officials  and  as  citizens  of  Chatham  that  we  see  to 
it  that  we  emphasize  the  work  needed  by  the  95  per  cent, 
rather  than  to  provide  classical  courses  only,  and  direct  all 
pupils  into  channels  into  which  5  per  cent,  of  pupils  ever 
do  go  or  wish  to  go.  Although  our  courses  are  made  broader 
and  more  practical  than  formerly  yet  there  is  room  for  the 
development  of  Practical  Arts  and  Vocational  Training.  For 
this  coming  year  I  recommend  that  a  beginning  be  made  in 
wood  working,  offering  it  to  boys  of  the  7th  and  8th  grades 
only ;  sewing  should  be  offered  to  girls  of  grade  seven  and 
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eight.  For  the  High  school  I  feel  sure  that  there  is  a  demand 
for  a  business  course,  at  least  a  partial  course  should  be 
offered  this  year.  My  suggestion  is  that  seniors,  only,  this 
year,  should  have  the  opportunity  to  take  bookkeeping  and 
typewriting,  and  the  course  and  time  extended  as  the  de- 
mand warrants.  Doubtless  the  present  courses  will  need 
modification  slightly  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  Business. 
An  appropriation  will  be  needed  to  put  such  a  course  into 
operation.  Shop  equipment,  typewriters  and  business  books 
and  supplies  will  be  needed. 

GARDEN  CLUBS  AND  AGRICULTURE. 

''At  the  head  of  all  the  sciences  and  the  arts,  at  the  head 
of  civilization  and  progress,  stands — not  Militarism,  the 
Science  that  kills,  not  Commerce,  the  art  that  accumulates 
wealth,  but  Agriculture,  the  Mother  of  industry,  and  the 
maintainer  of  human  life."  ''No  other  occupation  opens 
so  wide  a  field  for  the  profitable  and  agreeable  combination 
of  labor  and  civilized  thought,  as  Agriculture."  Can  any 
one  doubt  that  Chatham  children  are  interested  in  garden- 
ing, when  they  visit  the  children 's  exhibits  in  the  Fair 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Chatham  "Woman's  Club?  There 
is  a  lively  discussion  of  agricultural  problems  occasionally 
going  on  in  the  Biology  Course  in  the  High  school.  Two 
Chatham  pupils  are  attending  the  Agricultural  school  at 
Harwich.  The  State  College  through  its  Extension  Depart- 
ment is  throwing  its  weight  of  influence  on  the  side  of 
country  life  and  agriculture.  Our  Federal  Government  is 
appropriating  large  sums  for  the  development  of  agricul- 
ture. County  schools  of  Agriculture  are  being  established 
in  many  of  the  Counties  of  Massachusetts.  Barnstable 
County  will  no  doubt  take  steps  soon  toward  securing  a 
county  agricultural  school. 
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Many  of  the  young  men  of  Chatham  will  do  excellent 
work  in  Agriculture.  As  a  profession  it  is  excelling  many 
others.  The  demand  for  trained  agriculturists  in  our  country 
far  exceeds  the  supply.  Let's  always  place  encouragement 
in  the  path  of  the  boy  who  wishes  to  become  skilled  in  the 
Science  of  Agriculture. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  reports  of  the  High  school  Prin- 
cipal, Instructor  of  Agriculture,  Supervisor  of  Music  and 
Drawing,  School  Physician  and  the  usual  statistics.

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REPORT  OF  PRINCIPAL  OF  HIGH  SCHOOL 


Mr.  L.  G.  ■Williams, 

Superintendent  of  Schools, 

Dear  Sir : — I  herewith  submit  to  you  my  second  annual  re- 
port as  Principal  of  the  Chatham  High  School. 

A  class  of  ten  was  graduated  last  June.  Our  present 
school  membership  consists  of  twelve  freshmen,  nineteen 
sophomores,  fifteen  juniors,  and  five  seniors,  making  a  total 
of  fifty-one  pupils.  As  a  rule,  in  a  school  of  this  kind, 
girls  make  up  the  majority  of  the  members  but  this  year 
our  enrollment  shows  that  we  have  twenty-eight  boys  and 
twenty-three  girls. 

The  average  scholarship  and  deportment  of  our  school  is 
very  good  although  the  attendance  has  been  so  poor  that  the 
work  has  been  made  very  difficult  for  the  teachers.  Epi- 
demics of  measles,  la  grippe  and  diphtheria  have  kept  many 
pupils  out  of  school  for  long  periods  of  time. 

Chatham  High  school  has  "Class  A"  certificating  power 
for  the  State  Normal  schools  and  we  can  get  the  privilege 
of  certification  for  the  New  England  colleges  when  we 
shall  have  two  graduates  requesting  admission  to  the  same. 
Our  preparation  for  higher  education  has  been  well  devel- 
oped but  of  what  value  is  it  ?  Less  than  one  per  cent,  of  our 
pupils  have  tried  to  enter  college.  Four  per  cent,  of  our  en- 
rollment enter  Normal  schools.  The  remaining  ninety-five 
per  cent,  of  our  pupils  drop  out  or  graduate  after  pursuing 
a  course  into  which  they  do  not  fit  and  with  -  which  they 
feel  very  little  sympathy.  One-seventh  of  our  school  is  lost 
each  year  through  lack  of  adjustment  and  disinterestedness. 
We  should  do  our  best  to  hold  in  school  those  who  drop  out 
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now  and  we  should  stimulate  the  rest  of  the  ninety-five  per 
cent,  to  greater  enthusiasm  for  school  work  which  will  pre- 
pare them  for  life.  This  may  be  accomplished  in  part  by  in- 
troducing business,  manual  and  domestic  training  into  the 
course  of  study.  We  are  striving  to  teach  the  boys  and  girls 
to  be  men,  women,  and  citizens,  who  can  bear  their  burden 
of  the  world 's  work.  The  home  and  school  should  co-operate 
in  a  strong  effort  to  encourage  the  future  generations  to  be 
producers  with  initiative  and  inventive  genius. 

The  new  subjects  of  study  will  cause  some  expense  and  the 
breaking  down  of  a  few  educational  traditions  but  let  us 
not  delay  too  long.  Evolution  will  surely  bring  about  these 
changes  but  it  is  a  very  slow  process  and  the  far-sighted 
person  will  look  ahead  and  steal  a  little  time  from  evolution 
in  order  that  his  children  may  receive  the  advantages  which 
he  did  not  have. 

I  wish  to  thank  you,  Mr.  Superintendent,  also  the  School 
Committee,  teachers,  and  citizens  for  the  kindly  help  and 
encouragement  that  you  have  given  me  in  my  work.

Superintendent  L.  G.  Williams,  Harwich  Mass.,  ^ 
Sir:  I  have  the  opportunity  to  present  my  first  report 
which  is  the  fifth  annual  report  of  the  Harwich  High 
school  Agricultural  Department.  Eleven  pupils  registered 
in  this  department  as  follows :  three  from  Eastham,  one 
from  Brewster,  two  from  Chatham  and  five  from  Harwich. 
The  pupils  have  maintained  an  active  interest  in  the  modern- 
izing of  their  poultry  houses  and  the  making  of  interior 
equipment. 

A  partial  corn  and  fruit  tree  collection  has  been  made  and 
teaching  charts  are  being  prepared.  All  bulletins  collected 
since  the  starting  of  this  department  have  been  classified 
thereby  rendering  them  quickly  available  for  class  instruc- 
tion to  those  admitted.

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  submit  to  you  my  fifth  annual  re- 
port on  the  music  and  drawing  of  this  district. 

It  has  been  a  source  of  pleasure  and  compensation  to 
observe  the  growth  of  interest  and  general  advancement 
of  the  work  in  both  music  and  drawing. 

The  chorus  singing  in  the  High  schools  has  improved 
noticeably  in  the  past  year.  This  is  due  largely  to  the  fact 
that  the  entering  classes  have  been  well  prepared  to  take 
up  part  singing. 

The  primary  music  is  going  especially  well  in  nearly 
every  case,  and  I  feel  that  a  good  foundation  is  being  laid 
for  future  work. 

Drawing  in  the  Primary  and  Intermediate  schools  has 
included  nature  drawing,  illustrative  drawing,  color,  type 
solids,  terms  used  in  speaking  of  drawings,  exercises  in  mus- 
cular movement,  and  paper  construction. 

Grammar  school  drawing  has  embraced  perspective,  color 
scales  and  harmonies,  nature  drawing,  object  drawing,  ele- 
mentary design,  and  constructive  design.

Gentlemen:  As  school  physician,  I  submit  to  you  the 
following  report :  In  accordance  with  the  law  I  have  made 
a  physical  examination  of  all  the  pupils  in  the  several 
schools  in  town;  and  have  found  comparatively  few  phys- 
ical defectives. 

Epidemics,  of  measles  and  diphtheria  during  the  past  year, 
have  called  for  a  greater  degree  of  vigilance  and  supervis- 
ion on  the  part  of  the  school  physician,  than  for  many  years. 

In  consequence  of  these  ravaging  diseases  considerable 
valuable  school  time  has  been  lost  to  the  pupils.

To  either  of  the  Constables  of  the  Town  of  Chatham,  in 
said  County,  Greeting  ; 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  you 
are  directed  to  notify  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Chat- 
ham, qualified  to  vote  in  elections  and  in  town  affairs,  to 
meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Chatham  on  Monday,  Feb- 
ruary 5th,  1917,  at  8.30  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  then  and 
there  to  act  upon  the  following  articles,  viz : 

Article  1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  in  said 
meeting. 

Article  2.  To  bring  in  their^ votes  on  one  ballot  to  elect 
the  following  Town  Officers,  and  vote  Yes  or  No  on  the 
liquor  license  question  :  Town  Clerk  for  one  year ;  Town 
Treasurer  for  one  year ;  one  Selectman  for  three  years ; 
one  Overseer  of  Poor  for  three  years ;  one  Assessor  for 
three  years ;  one  School  Committee  for  three  years ;  one 
School  Committee  for  two  years  to  fill  vacancy ;  one  Sur- 
veyor of  Highways  for  one  year ;  one  Tax  Collector  for  one 
year ;  one  Auditor  for  one  year ;  one  member  of  Board  of 
Health  for  three  years  ;  one  Tree  Warden  for  one  year ; 
three  Constables  for  one  year.  Polls  will  open  at  9  o'clock 
A.  M.  and  may  close  at  3  o'clock  P.  M. 

Article  3.    To  choose  all  other  necessary  Town  Officers. 
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Article  4.  To  hear  the  report  of  all  Town  Officers  and 
Committees  and  act  thereon.  * 

Article  5.  Will  the  Town  authorize  the  Collector  of 
Taxes  to  use  all  means  of  collecting  the  same  which  a  Town 
Treasurer  when  appointed  Collector  may  use. 

Article  6.  To  see  Tvhat  action  the  Town  will  take  rela- 
tive to  its  unexpended  balances  of  appropriations  of  the 
year  1916. 

Article  7.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  with 
reference  to  its  eel,  shell  and  other  fisheries.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purch^ise 
some  land  suitable  for  a  sand  pit  and  make  an  appropriation 
for  the  same. 

Article  23.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  the 
matter  of  drawing  w^ater  from  the  roads  on  to  land  of  the 
heirs  of  Richard  F.  Tinkham. 

Article  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue 
the  road  leading  from  abreast  G.  A.  R.  Hall  to  the  oil  road 
that  leads  from  East  Harwich  to  South  Chatham  Railroad 
Station  and  erect  a  guide  board  marked  private  way,  in 
place  of  the  original  East  Harwich  guide  board. 

Article  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  oil  the  un- 
finished part  of  the  road  leading  from  George  N.  Bearse's  to 
the  State  road  at  the  G.  A.  R.  Hall  and  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  accomplish  the  work. 

Article  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  to  harden  with  suitable  ma- 
terial the  Forest  Beach  road  to  make  it  passable  for  auto- 
mobiles. 

Article  27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  oil  all  or  part  of 
the  road  from  Joshua  Cro well's  corner  (so-called)  to  the 
corner  near  the  residence  of  Georo^e  H.  Eldreds^e. 

Article  28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  grade  and 
surface  with  oil  the  road  beginning  at  the  end  of  the  oil 
road  near  the  summer  residence  of  Judge  Early,  thence 
northw^esterly  to  Cedar  Street,  and  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  not  to  exceed  eleven  hundred  dollars  for  the 
same. 

Article  29.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  build  a 
piece  of  oil  road,  beginning  near  the  residence  of  Z.  B. 
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Chase,  Jr.,  at  the  end  of  the  oil  road  built  last  year  and 
continue  toward  the  wireless  station  for  a  distance  of  one 
mile,  more  or  less,  and  raise  and  appropriate  the  money  for 
the  same. 

Article  30.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rebuild  or

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  surface  with 
oil  the  road  in  Chathamport  leading  from  the  State  High- 
way near  the  premises  of  the  late  Christopher  Ryder  to  the 
entrance  of  the  land  or  estate  of  H.  Fisher  Eldredge  and 
make  an  appropriation  for  the  same. 

Article  36.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  for  a  Fourth  of 
July  celebration,  to  be  held  in  this  Tow^n  on  July  4th,  1917, 
and  appoint  a  committee  to  take  charge  of  the  same. 

Article  37.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  clear  the 
snow  beginnino^  at  the  residence  of  B.  H.  Buck  on  Cross 
street  to  the  residence  of  A.  C.  Harding. 

Article  38.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  repair  the 
Tf)wn  road  kading  to  the  shore  from  the  county  road  or 
main  street  and  by  the  lands  of  Mary  A.  Gibbons  and  Mrs. 
Charles  Mullett  by  the  use  of  macadam,  oil  or  other  perma- 
nent surfacing  and  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  to 
pay  for  the  same. 

Article  39.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  not  to  exceed  five  hundred 
dollars  to  be  used  in  dredging  a  channel  from  the  big  Mill 
Pond  (so  called)  to  Stage  Harbor,  provided  the  State  or 
Commission  on  Waterways  and  Public  Lands  will  appro- 
priate a  sum  of  money  also  for  said  work  and  assume  charge 
of  said  undertaking. 

And  you  are  directed  to  serve  this  Warrant  by  posting 
up  attested  copies  thereof,  one  at  each  Post  Office  in  said 
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town  fourteen  days  at  least  before  the  time  of  holding  said 
meeting.
